One could not build anv strategic scheme, he said. where 
one was not assured of a foundation of loyalty and confidence 
Now the whole strategic scheme in the Near East of those 
responsible in recent years for British policy had been built 
upon the assumption that the only people who counted, and 
upon whom reliance could be placed, were the Arabs 

The blunt truth was that Arabs had not the slightest interest 
in the maintenance of the British Empire or in serving British 
strategic needs, and, therefore, any policy which was built upon 
this utterly insecure foundation must fail.

At the opening of the meeting, the Chairman moved a vote 
of condolence on the death of Sir Isidore Salmon, M.P. Sir 
Isidore, he said, had been distinguished not only as head of a 
firm which had contributed as much as any to the amenities 
of ordinary life, but in Parliament, in the London County 
Council, and, lately. in the Defence Services, he served in 

sitions of eminence which made clear the respect in which 
fis talents and industry were held. 

Professor Brodetsky also moved condolences with the family 
of Mr. J. Bolloten, a member of the Board from 1925 to 1938, 
who died recently in America, and with the Jewish Community 
of the U.S.A. on the death of Mr. Sol. Stroock, President of 
the American Jewish Committee. 

The report of the Executive Committee was moved by the 
President It stated. inter alia: 

“The Committee considered gencral matters affecting the 
“Community, with particular attention to activities reflecting on 
its good name, and to public relations. Mr. Alec Nathan, 
Chairman of the Trades Advisory Council, was present and gave 
a report on the activities of the Council, which were discussed. 
He was requested to convey to the Council the desire that the 
Council should continue its activities with all -possible energy. 
Steps taken for the promotion of Christian-Jewish relation- 
ship were reported, and approval was given to proposed 
further action in the same direction. 

“The report received of the Board's Appeal indicated that 
while progress was satisfactory, much greater endeavours were 
necessary in order to reach the £100,000 aim of the Appeal. 
The amount:so far collected is nearly £50,000 . Applica- 
tions for allocations received from bodies carrying out the 
purposes of the Appeal were referred to a sub-Committce, 
consisting of the President the Treasurer, and the Secretary.” 


The Problems of Anti-Semitism 


Professor Brodetsky said the question referred to under the 
heading, “General Questions Affecting the Community,” really 
related to the whole problem of the status of Jews. He did 
not mean official status. but the position of the Jewish Com- 


munity in this country—the problems of anti-Semitism or any 
phenomena associated with the growth of anti-Semitism and 
the spread of anti-Semitic feelings in this country. He need 
not emphasise the importance of this question to every member 
of the- Community and, indeed to the country as a whol 


ive 
because, as they all knew, anti-Semitism was largely part of the 
technique associated with the breaking down of the morale of 
the country as a whole. 

[he Executive called on the advice of the Trades Advisory 
Council. with whom they discussed the matters concerned at 
considerable length. Certain steps had been taken which, they 
hoped, would mean the continued work of the Counc! and the 
influence being brought to bear upon all sections of the Com- 
munity in rezvard to its general status and position 

Professor Brodetsky said that. mn the last few weeks, certain 
conversations had taken place and were being continued in ordet 
that etfective steps might be taken for establishing closer and 
fruitful relationship between Jews and Christians inthe 
country. 

Mr. Micuaet Scuirr (United Synagogue) urged that the 
sentence: “He was requested to convey to the Council the 
desire that the Council should continue its activities with all 
possible enerey ” should be referred back. The Council, as 
reported in the last issue of THe JewisH Curonicte, he said, 
had undertaken the compilation of Jewish trade statistics. Even 
in normal times, there had been very deep-seated difference 
as regards the merits of such a compilation. To-day, if they 
compiled a list of Jews who were engaged in the petty trades 
and who styled themselves as manufacturers and merchants. it 
would seem to the outside world as though Jews were monopo- 
lisine the trade of the country 

Mr. Isaac Lanpau (United Synagogue) said he was not at 
all satisfied with the relationship of the Trades Advisory Council! 
to the Jewish Board Of Deputies. Thev had had a debate upon 
this matter at the last meeting of the Board and at the earnest 
request of his colleague Mr Neville: Laski he had refrained 
from tabling a motion asking that the whole question of policy 
as between the Board and the T.A.C. might be carefully con- 
sidered. In view of the continued action which was being taken 
by the T.A.C.. and of which he strongly disapproved, he gave 
notice that he would at the next meéting table a motion so that 
the whole matter could be fairly debated. 


“Unfair Criticism ” 


Mr. Landau protested against what he described as unfair 
criticism of the London Board of Shechita (of which he ts 
President) which appeared in the August issue of the T.AC. 
monthly bulletin, and said he must hold the Board respon- 
sible for circulating this pamphlet. In particular he wished to 
refer to the criticism which had been put forward by the 
Council with regard to certain action of the London Shechita 
Board in promulgating a new by-law giving the Board of 
Shechita power to revoke the licence of any butcher or 
poulterer who had been convicted of the offence of overcharging 
Apparently. said Mi: Landau, that did not meet with the view 
of the TAC. Although in practice and for many years the 
Board of Shechita had been in the unfortunate position of 
receiving brickbats he was pleased to acknowledge that in this 
Particular instance they had received the congratulations and 
a “bouquet” from the Editor of THe JewisH CHRONICLE, 
and for this he expressed his grateful thanks to that journal. | 

Mr. Landau quoted the relevant passages from the article in 
the T.A.C. journal which while commending the Shechita 
Board for wishing to take aetion against offenders, said that 
it doubted whether “ a specific new law was needed since the 

ard has always had the power to withdraw the licence of 
any holder regarded as not being a fit and proper person to be 
entrusted with the handling of kasher supplies.”’ 

at, said Mr Landau contained a supposed statement of 
fact which was quite inaccurate. Until the promulgation of 
their new law it was not within the power of the Board of 
Shechita to revoke a licence on the grounds of overcharging, 
because all their licences dealt with quasi-religious offences, 
which in the first instance were dealt with by the London Beth 
Din, and on their recommendation, if a case were made out, 
the licence was revoked. The Board of Shechita, therefore, 
in view of the public clamour at gross overcharging and the 
appeals it received. had no alternative but to enact a new 
y-law giving itself power to deal with offenders. 

At the interview which took place between the butchers and 
the Hon. Officers of the Board of Shechita, continued Mr. 
Landau, the butchers protested that to pass the new by-law 
would in effect amount to being punished twice for the same 
offence. But the Hon. Officers had pointed out that this was 
not so and that the grant of a licence was a privilege, which, 
if abused, the Board of Shechita were justified in taking away. 

In the report he tound that the real gravamen of ‘the attack 
was that the Shechita Board was not the proper body to take 
this matter in hand and the T.A.C .claimed that they ought to 
be the body to act in regard to the delinquencies of butchers. 
He could only say that in one form or another the Board of 


Shechita had been established in this great Metropolis for over 
130 years, while the T.A.C. which, in his opinion, was not at 
present functioning in the best interests of the Community, 
had been in existence exactly 12 months, and his only reerct 
was that the Board of Deputies had chosen not only to sponsor 
but to encourage KM in activities. 

_ Mr. Landau also produced a copy of a journal circulating 
in Glasgow in which an advertisement had appeared of a 
meeting that was to be held in that city by the T.A.C., which 
Stated that m was the Economic department of the Board olf 
Deputies. He protested against an advertisement going out 
under the aegis of the Board of Deputies in these terms 

Mr. Harry Samvuets (Newcastle, Jesmond) expressed his 
disappomiment thas the T.A.C. was still using- this form of 
advertisement. He thought the T.A.C. was entirely ill-advised 
in suggesting that there was no other body in the Community 
who could apply sanctions except themselves. That the T.A.C. 
should criticise the Board of Shechita, who were trying to do 
what the Council had always preached should be done, was to 
deteat what the Council was out to preach. 

In reply, Mr. M. Gorvon Liverman, J.P. (Dublin, United), 
first submitted that statistics were something in this case of 
which Mr. Schiff need have no fear. The Jewish Community had 
been at a grave disadvantage in.the work of Jewish defence and 
their work generally, because they had not had any reliable 
Stauistics Of any kind in relation to their work, It was common 
sense to have reliable information on the files which would 
enable them to answer some of the mistaken and ignorant 
criticism which frequently reached them from even some quite 
responsible quarters. 

With regard to Mr. Landau's criticism of the T.A.C. Bulletin, 
Mr. Liverman said he did not interpret the article as a specific 
crittcoism of the very responsible and distinguished body of 
which Mr. Landau was the head. If that were the case, he too, 
would resent it. He was certain he could speak on behalf of 
the Council to this extent, that it was not intended to cast any 
reflection upon the standing, status, or responsibility of the 
Shechita Board. It was not necessary that there should be any 
conflict in this matter Ihe objective in both cases was the 
defence of the Community Anything im the journal which 
confircted with the views of Mr. Landau would be fully dis- 
cussed and any misconceptions or misinterpretations of one’s 
rights or functions would also be dealt with. 

ir. Landau said the Board was responsible for the distribu 
tion of the pamphiet and he wanted the withdrawal of the 
attack on the Board of Shechita 

Mr. Liverman said he had given Mr. Landau the most 
Positive assurance that the matter would be thoroughly gone 


Into, 
A Slip-up Somewhere 


As to the use of the T.A.C. of the term Economic Department 
of the Board of Deputies. Mr. Liverman continued, he had 
received a definite assurance that this description would not 
be used. He had received Mr. Landau’s information with much 
surprise and would lose no time in finding out who was respon- 
sible tor us inclusion. There had obviously been a “ slip-up ” 
somewhere 

he President, speaking on the Board's Appeal, said the 
amount collected so tar was about £50,000. Thev were aiming 


at £100.000 He again drew attention to the. fact that the 
response of the Community to this Appeal did not indicate any 
very great sense of understanding of the needs of the hour on 


the part of very many of its members who could well afford to, 
and did in tact, give considerable contributions to other objects 

Ihe educational work of the Joint Emergency Commitice was 
expanding, he went on. It was not anything lke it should be, 
both in regard to the number of children who should be dealt 
with, and m regard to the amount of teaching and remuneration 
for the teaching that should be in force. He had been informed 
that day that as tar as the hali-year from September 1 to the 
end of February, 1942, was concerned, if the money were not 
forthcoming from the Board, about. three-quarters of . the 
expenses on education would be missing. He mentioned this 
in order to indicate the importance of giving contributions by 
those who were interested in the religious life of the Com- 
munity Many important imstitutions in the Community, 
especially certain Synagogues, had not so far done their duty 
towards the Appeal 

The report was adopted 

Mr. M. Gordon Liverman made a statement on the work of 
the Jewish Defence Committee. In the course of the statement it 
reported : 

“ The Committee, in addition to what may be described as 
its routine work, which shows no signs of diminishing, are 
engaged both in’ increasing their present activities and in 
envisaging future lines of policy to face not only the present 
difficult situation, but also to be prepared to cope with post- 
war problems. New contacts are being created and a wider 
publications policy is also under consideration, dhe main object 
of which is to emphasise the.dangers of anti-Semitism generally 
as a weapon of totalitarian policy The Committee are working 
in close collaboration with the T.A.C., which 1s engaged, among 
its other activities, in investigating rationing problems and _ the 
difficulties arising therefrom 

“The first edition of ‘ The Jews—Some Plain Facts” having 
been exhausted, a second and revised edition has been tssued 
and is rapidly being absorbed.” 


Deputies Not Assisting 

Mr. Nevitte J. Lasxit, K.-C. (an Hon. Member of the Board), 
drew attention to the fact that the individual Deputies were not 
assisting in the distribution of propaganda literature 

[Ihe report of the Law and Parliamentary Committee was 
presented by Dr. M. Epsrein (United Synagoguc). Matters 
mentioned in the report included the following: 

“War DamMaGeE SYNAGOGUE Property: The Committee, 
having received further information from the War Damage 
Commission as to the kind of centralisation desired in connec- 
tion with claims for war damage to Synagogue property, now 
proposes to take steps to call a conference of representatives of 
London Synagogal institutions. and provincial congregations to 
consider the possibility of setting up a central body, or central 
and regional bodies, to deal on behalf. of individual Synagogues 
with the War Damage Commission.” 

“CHarRities REGISTRATION COMMITTEF: The Charities 
Registration Committce has reported that it is continuing to 
function and to register new charities, and to grant renewals to 
charities already registered The Committee discussed steps 
whereby the authority of the Charity Registration Committee 
could be strengthened by being put in the position of claiming 
to have registered all responsible charities in the Community.” 

“Times aND Dates oF Boarp Meetincs: Having regard to 
attendances at Board mectings during the past year, the Com- 
mittee approved of the practice of holding Board meetings on 
Sundavs.and Tuesdays, in alternate months, and the Commuttee 
accordingly recommends the following dates for Board meetings 
till May. 1942: 1941: October 28 (Tuesday), 3 p.m.; November 
23 (Sunday). 11 a.m.: December 23 (Tuesday), 3; 1942: . Janu- 
ary 18 (Sunday), 11; February 17 (Tuesday), 3; March 15 (Sun- 
day), 11; April 21 (Tuesday), 4; May 17 (Sunday), 11." (These 
dates are subject to variation, according to circumstances.) 

The Marriage (Members of H.M. Forces). Bill, which extends 


the regulations concerning the place of marriage and the time 
for solemnisation after the banns are published, for members of 
the Forces during the war, was also explained in the report. 

Ihe report was carried. 

The President moved the report of the Joint Foreign Com- 
mittee, in the unavoidable absence of Mr. Leonard J. Stein. 

The report, among other matters, stated that “ Jews every- 
where have welcomed the Atlantic Charter—the cight-poit 
Declaration—issued by President Roosevelt and the British 
Prime Minister, which lays down the principles on which a 
better future for the whole world can be built, and they have 
every hope that the problems affecting Jews will prove to be 
capable of solution in the spirit of the high principles of justice, 
co-operation, and peace which animate the momentous 
Declaration.” 

The report dealt extensively with the Jewish position in 
Europe, and referred to the Soviet alliance with Britain and the 
Moscow Jewish rally (mentioned above). 

The reply of the Board to the Moscow Jewish rally, which 
was read by Dr. Brodetsky, was received with acclamation. 

Mr. S. Primost (Roucl Road Synagogue) said there was no 
mention in the report of any bright side to which they could 
look forward, or of any co-operation with other countries where 
some appreciation of the terrible plight of their corcligionists 
in other parts of Europe and the world were shown or were 
even being discussed or considered. He referred in particular to 
joint discussions with countries like the U.S.A., and asked if 
such consultations and co-operation had been considered by the 
Committee, and, if they had not been in the past, would they 
be in the future 

The President replied that in former reports of the Com- 
mitice there had been reference to the fact that they were in 
communication especially with the Jews of the United States. 
Obviously, any co-operation that was possible was undertaken. 
But he was afraid that at the moment there was very little of 
a bright side that one could put in such a report, except to 
say vaguely that whatever was possible was being done. Work 
of a relict character was being undertaken, especially by the 
Jews_of the United States. Any possible co-operation with Jews 
of other countries was undertaken and, as far as possible, was 
reported to the Board. 

The report was adopted.

P.E.N. AGAINST TYRANNY 


The contribution of Yiddish Iiterature to the enlightenment 
of Europe and the part plaved. by the Jewish masses in Russia 
and Palestine in the fight for the liberation of mankind. were 
the themes at one of the sessions of the International PFN. 
Club Congress, held in London last week, of an address by 
Mr. Leo Kenig, the delegate from the Yiddish P.E.N. Club 

“ We Jews have suffered more than other peoples,” said Mr. 
Kenig, “ but we have no intention of claiming the knighthood 
of martyrdom. The Jewish persecutions were the first mstance 
of Hitler's policy of conquering his adversaries one by one 
At the same time, Jews are in the front line of the fight -for 
freedom Hundreds of thousands of Jews in Russia are fieht- 
ing in the Soviet Army, and tens of thousands of Jews in 
Palestine have offered their services. Jews all over Europe are 
continuing secretly to work against Hitler.” 

Examining the problems of post-war reconstruction, Mr. 
Kenig urged the need tor a “ social sanitary cleansing of poisons 
as dangerous for other peoples as for Jews." He warned his 
hearers that no peace treatv would hold good untess such a 
purge were carried out. 

A joint resolution signed by Mr. Kenie. Mr. J. Leftwich. and 
Mr. M. A. Fuchs on behalf of the Yiddish Centre. and by Dr. 
S Rawidowicz and Mr. Leon Simon on behaalf of the Hebrew 
Centre. was submitted to the Congress “We proclaim the 
indivisibility of human rights everywhere,” said the resolution 
* We therefore call upon the representatives of world literature 
at this Congress to fight against the forces. of tvranny and for 
the restoration of the rights of the Jewish Communities through- 
out Europe and the rest of the world. We further express the 
hope that Jewry will be given the widest possibilities of con- 
tinuing its constructive work in Palestine. In thus standing for 
liberty the Congress condemns all forms of anti-Semitism and 
anti-Semitic propaganda in literature which assists the enemy 
of all that the PE.N. movement represents.” 

Anti-Semitism was not only a Jewish affair. said Dr. Rawido- 
wicz. It undermined decent political and cultural life in the 
non-Jewish world: it was camouflaeced Fascism and tvrannv. 
For millions of Drevfuses and for victory in this war, he added 
we need “* more 

No resolutions (other than those concerned with the election 
of officers) were put to the vote: and the resolution submitted 
by the Hebrew and Yiddish delegations automatically became 
part of the Congress's protocol ; 

Hebrew and Yiddish sections were included in the book 
exhibition opened in connection with the Congress.

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Obituary 
SIR ISIDORE SALMON, M.P. 


Famous Caterer and Public Worker 


Ihe death of Sir Isidore Salmon, which occurred on 
Tuesday, ended a distinguished career in business, in public 
service, and in the Jewish Community. 

Isidore Salmon was born 65 years ago, the second son of the 
late Mr. Barnet Salmon, founder of the firm of Salmon and 
Giuckstein. He began work in the kitchens of the Hotel Bristol 
in London and later served under his brother Alfred at Olympia 
where J. Lyons and Co. were the catering contractors. At 17 
he was buyer for the firm: cleven years later he was made a 
Director. in 1910 Managing Director, and in 1929 Chairman 

Si Isidore gave tirst to London and then to his country the 
benefits of his capert knowledge of catering. He ftounded the 
Westminster Technical School for traming bovs as 
chets and waiters, and he was on the governing body ot the 
National Training College of Domestic Subjects, and of the 
Regent Street Polytechnic. He became a member of the City 
of London Labour Exchange m 1919 and from 1921 ll he 
died was its Chairnman In the last war Sir Isidore organised 
the women's department of the Navy and Army Canteen Board 

having previously started the Umon Jack Club. He was given 
the rank of Major In the present war he rendered valuable 
service 4S Honorary Adviscr on Catering to the British Army, 
a post to which he was appointed m 1938. Most of the recom- 
mendations made by him were accepted by the Army Council 
amd arc now m use lt w sand of him that he ended the 
“plum and apple era in the army by the recliorms he eflected 
m the tramimge of army cooks 

In 1907 Sir Isidore became a member of the LC ( alter 
clection as a Municipal Retorm candidate tor Islington He 
remained a member till 1925 alter serving as Vice-Chairman 
of the Council im 1924-25, and as Chauman of the Special

MR. SOLOMON STROOCK 


President, American Jewish Committee 


One of America’s foremost communal leaders, Solomon 
M. Stroock. died on Saturday at White Sulphur Springs, 
West Virginia. at the age of 68. He was President of the 
American Jewish Committee. 

Sol. Stroock (as he was gencrally called), was born in 
New York City and was educated at the College of the City 
of New York and at Columbia University, where he was 
awarded the M.A. and LL.B. degrees. He was in practice 
as a lawver since 1894, as a member of the firm Stroock 
and Stroock. Up till April of last year Mr. Stroock was 
Chairman, for a considerable period, of the Exccutive of 
the American Jewish Committee. Following the death of 
the President of the Committee, Dr. Cyrus Adler. he suc- 
ceeded to that office. He was also Chairman of the Board 
of Directors and of the Frecutive Committee of the Jewish 
Iheological Seminary of America, and President of its 
Library Board. 


BERENICE D’AVIGDOR 
Worked for Welfare of Refugees 


Ihe death has occurred of Miss Berenice d Avigdor, an 
ardent worker in the cause of refugee wellare.

The great mistake and the great tault of the 
Christian world was. that with regard to the atrocities of 
Hitlerism against the Jews it showed Compassion but not 
resistance It was overlooked. that the atrocious attacks started 
by Hitler against the Jews were the vanguard of the aggression 
of Czechoslovakia, of the war against Poland, Norway, Holland, 
Belgium, and all other’ small peoples Had the world’s 
indignation after 1933 over the fate of the Jews in Germany 
given place to the world’s early resistance, then, perhaps, things 
would have been different now. 

* But this fault of the past must be a lesson for the future 
More clearly we see that the mentality of a nation, the nature 
of its policy, is revealed by the manner in which it treats its 
Jewish citizens To have forgotten this truism was one of the 
Causes of the deep misery into which this war has led us, but 
it also puts upon the world a debt which must be paid. A debt 
Of the whole of humanity towards the Jewish people That 
People sulfered, and suffers, in a way never known before in 
history 

* Where was the conscience of the Christian world? —it was 
not strong enough to prevent the horrible things that have 
happened. Therefore we Christians have much to make good 
with regard to our Jewish fellow men and women. 

* Throughout the whole history of the Jews, after the 
destruction of the Temple, I see a mysterious thread, their 
attachment to Zion. But in our own times all the wishes and 
yearnings of the ages were drowned in the cries of anxiety 
when the Nazis tried to annihilate the Jewish race. Then more 
than ever sprang up in the Jewish people not merely the wish, 
but the strong will, to regain their native soil. Zionism is a 
departure from ordinary colonising processes, it is an act of 
faith. And as a Christian | feel it my serious duty to support 
& Struggle, to help which is a task of humanity, moreover, of 
Christian morale. 

_" The Palestine * Victory” Campaign has expressed its con- 
lidence, the contidence of a righteous cause, in a Declaration of 
Faith. | believe in that victory, because I believe in victory at 


the end of every righteous cause. It is the same belief that 
holds my own people up tn their resistance against the paganism 
of Nazism. I here express my strong confidence that many of 
you will see your National Home, Eretz Yisracl. again in a 
better world, in which may be more justice than before; more 
justice especially for the Jewish nation.” 

Mr. H. Graham White. M.P., said that he sympathised with 
the Jewish defence of Palestine just as he sympathised with all 
worth-while things, but particularly because it was millions of 
Jews who were the first to experience the full malienity of the 
Nazis.

American Zionists Formulate Plan 


BRITISH APPEASEMENT HANGOVER 
CONDEMNED 


One of the major issues before the mecting was the question 
from the Lease-Lend Bill was formulated last week at the 
Convention of the Zionist Organisation of America held 
in Cincinnati, says the Jewish Telegraphic Agency.

favoured this subordination. Mr . L. Gellman, of the 
Mizrachi and Mr. David Wertheim, of the Poale Zion. on the 
other hand, complained of the “ tendency towards monopoly ”’ 
expressed in Mr, Kaufmann’s statement The Convention 
unanimously resolved that the United Palestine Appeal, the 
Jewish National Fund, and the Keren Havyesod in America 
should be placed under the control of the ZOA Opponents 
withdrew the objections at the last moment, and the resolu- 
tion was passed with the singing of Hatikvah. 

Mr. Kaufmann said that the restoration of Palestine for larve 
scale immigration after the war must: be regarded as one’ ot 
the major post-war problems. He appealed’ to the British 
Government to “ remove the stigma of Munich appeasement 
from the Palestine Administration.” He also demanded the 
abandonment of the White Paper policy, and the: organisation 
of a Jewish Army. 

‘Jews, who were the first to suffer under Nazism and the 
war.” said Mr. Louis Lipsky, “ cannot be shut out from thei 


richtful place in the post-war democratic world.” He added 
that the failure of President Roosevelt and Mr Winston 
Churchill to mention the Jews in their joint statement was in 
fact a denial of equality to the Jewish people.

\ meeting was. recently held by the People’s Department of 
the Jewish National Fund at the Adolph Tuck Hall, Woburn 
Hiouse, to imitiate the People’s Campaign Dr. Y. Krupeni, 
Charman of the Central Committee of the People’s Depart- 
ment of the J.N.F., said there was a moral and financial 
necessity to create a mass movement among Jewish workers to 
support land purchase by Jcws in Palestine 
Mr. Berl Locker, Political Adviser in London to the Jewish 
Aucncy, said that he was convinced that, given appropriate 
political Conditions, millions of Jews could be brought into 
Palestine. Only a small proportion of the Jewish population 
had been settled on cultivated land, the great majority havine 
been forced by circumstances to settle on sandy soil, swampy 
ground, and land generally thought impossible for cultivation 
This land had now been turned into some of the finest Jewish 
scttiements, and despite’ all opinions expressed to the contrary. 
Jews had proved themselves to be the finest agriculturists in 
the Middle East. No less than 33 per cent. of the working 
class population were living on the land, and the standard of 
life developed was the highest among the peasant population 
of the Near and Middle East. All this had been done with 
the aid of Jewish National capital, raised mainly by the Jewish 
National Fund. 

No optimism was possible when considering the future of 
Jewry in Europe, said Mr. Locker. There would be a vast 
migration of Jewry and there must be no doubt in Jewish 
minds that Palestine must predominate in the solution of this 
problem. Millions of Jews could and must be helped to settle 
in Palestine, and the most important factor was the creation 
of mass Jewish opinion. 

Mrs. Manya Shochat said the work on the land in the early 
days of settlement was carricd out by the same primitive 
methods as that of the Arab peasants, but later the workers of 
America sent agricultural machinery and implements, and this 
has made possible the intensive work of convefting deserts and 
swamps into bright villages and settlements. In the U.S.A 
this financial and moral support had begun with great diffi- 
culty, but now had the mass support of nearly 200,000 
workers. The remedy for the Jewish problem was in the hands 
of the workers 
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Hendon Sets Its Quota 


In honour of Mr. Aaron Wright, a reception was given by 
Mr. and Mrs. I. S. Burke, at 7, Woodward. Avenue, Hendon, 
to forward the Palestine Victory Campaign. 

After summarising the Jewish position to-day, Mr. Wright 
said that in the solution of their difficulties it was for the Jews to 
help themselves by providing money to buy land in Palestine. 
and every Jew should do something to help achieve this aim. 
The sacrifices they would make would be for themselves. 
Every Jew must look forward to a Jewish commonwealth, 
where Jews could live free and happy lives. 

Mr. Janus Cohen, acting Hon. Secretary of the Zionist 
Federation, moved a vote of thanks to Mr. Wright and supported 
his appeal. The Chairman, Mr. A. Cohen, announced that the 
quota which had been accepted by Hendon for the campaign 
was £2,000. 

The first pledges collected by the Youth Committee for the 
campaign in Oxford have brought the Youth total to over 
£1,000. At the first meeting of the Oxford committee held 
last Sunday, £40 was raised in pledges and £20 in cash. The 
Habonim Hostels in Devon have reached the quota they first 
set themselves of £75 and have now set their aim as £100. 

About £30 has already been received for Tree Charts from 
schoolchildren all over the country. This money is made up of 
Pennies brought by hundreds of children who buy “ deaf 
stamps “ to bring trees to life in Eretz Yisrael. 


DR. WEIZMANN TO VISIT PALESTINE

Yishuy Delegation to America 


Dr. Chaim Weizmann, President of the Jewish Agency and 
the World Zionist Organisation, is expected to visit Palestine 
during November, says a Jerusalem message.

The Vaad Leumi has also decided to send to America a 
delegation consisting of representatives of the General Zionists 
Group A and Group B, the Mapai, and the Mizrachi.

Soloveitchik, Mr. Suprasky, and Mr. Berl Katznelson; the 
Mizrachi representative is not yet appointed. The date of the 
delegation’s departure has not yet been fixed

JEWISH-ARAB RELATIONS 


Factors for Co-operation 


Mr. Theodor Kollek gave the fifth of the series of six lectures 
on Palestine, arranged by the Zionist Federation of Great 
Britain and Ireland, at the Joseph Freedman Hall of the Golders 
Green Synagogue, last week. He spoke on Jewish-Arab relations 
Mr. Harold Miller presided. 

During the 20 years of the Mandate in Palestine, said the 
speaker, there had been many attempts at co-operation belweca 
Jews and Arabs, and there were many examples where Arabs, 
even in danger of their lives, had helped Jews, because they 
believed in a common cause. But the modcrates were never 
encouraged by the Government, which always tried to placate 
the Arab extremists, but without success. 

The Jews, too, had made certain mistakes and underrated the 
urgency of the problem. They mught, however, be forgiven for 
this, as they had so little experience and so many difficulties 
to overcome. kor a number of years the Yishuv had been dong 
whatever was possible to encourage co-operation, and the Arab 
masses had realised—especially during the treme of the dis- 
turbances—-that the Jews were a force which could not be driven 
out of the country. The Arabs also realised that their own 
leaders had brought them nothing much cxcept misery and 
depression 

The probicm, stressed Mr. Kollck, could not be looked at m 
the limited area of Palestine The Arabs had much mdepend- 
e¢ and were about to solve the problem of Syria, which had 
the most painful chapter in the history of the Near East 
during recent times if the Powers concerned made ut clear 
to the Arabs that thev’ intended to keep the promise given to 
the Jew * then the Jews and the Arabs would be abie to settle 
the question between themselves, and the masses, who had had

The more serious decision to refuse 
admission, within the quota, of refugees who have lett near 
relatives under Fascist or Nazi control, 1s a consequence 
of the fear that Nazis will compel such refugees to act as 
agents by threatening the lives of relatives left as hostages. 
The one refugee settlement that made any headway was 
that of San Domingo, which showed itself in this respect 
the most liberal of all the American Republics. 

In England Jewry suffered severely in the air raids. The

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of Synagogues and other communal buildings were 
damaged, more or less seriously. It was estimated that 
the replacement value for the damage sustained by the 
United Synagogue alone was a quarter of a million pounds. 
THe JewisH CHRONICLE'S own building, and, later, its new 
suite of offices in London, were among the private property 
which was destroyed. 


Air Raid Refugees 


The raiders also took a heavy toll among the lives of 
the Community. Of those who suffered in other ways, 
hundreds and thousands——men, women, and children-—were 
driven from their homes and scattered over the country. 
These brought with them new social, educational, and 
religious problems with which the communal machinery 
had to cope. The communal machinery, which had been 
hastily readjusted to meet new problems, creaked at times, 
particularly in the educational and evacuation spheres, and 
in the attempts to cope with the problems of Jewish 
education, when the official upholders of orthodoxy and 
those communal leaders who were suspected of reform 
ambitions failed to see eye to eve. Agreement was 
reached between the Chief Rabbi and the Joint Emergency 
Committee (which achieved a stabilised form “for. the 
duration,” including in its framework the four main London 
Jewish educational bodies and several of the provincial 
cities). The Chief Rabbi became Hon. President of the 
Committee. 

While there were few signs of anti-Semitism from 
organised bodies, war-time conditions gave rise to some 


anti-Jewish feeling in London and in reception areas. In 
London the feeling diminished very considerably after a 
time, especially when improvements in shelter conditions 
were effected. The connection between anti-Semitism and 
pro-Nazism was clearly brought out in the Ramsay 
libel case. fhe Jewish Defence Committee of the 
Deputies continued to perform valuable, though necessarily 
unobtrusive, service in countering the work of the antr 
Semitic international and its agents. The Trades Advisory 
Council of the Board of Deputies accomplished useful work 
in adjusting disputes and investigating complaints. Branches 
were formed in the provinces. Many evidences were seen ol 
the growth of Jewish-Christian fellowship and co-operation, 
especially where air raids had inflicted their madiscriminate 
damage. Places of worship were offered by differing creeds 
to each other when their own buildings had been destroyed, 
and this led to a new interest in one another by Jews and 
Christians in the same neighbourhoods. One of the out 
standing instances was in Brixton, where finally six creecs 
met in a social atmosphere in the hall of the Synagogue 
In the course of the vear the refugee problem was solved, 
at least, temporarily. Inevitably no further refugees could 
enter the country, nor did physical conditions permit more 
than a tithe of those eligible to proceed abroad to their 
destinations. But the ban on employment was raised by 
the Government, which, moreover, undertook the mainten- 
ance of the relatively large number of those refugees who 
were unemployable. The others had no difficulty im find. 
ing employment, some of them in the Army. This reheved 
the Community of the necessity for raising funds for the 
support of the refugees in England A new fund was 
launched (and proceeded with some difficulty) by the

From this came a 
large part of the financing of the educational work under- 
taken in London and the reception areas for the evacuee 
children by the Joint Emergency Committee. The system 
of welfare and liaison, in which this Committee, the 
Deputies, and the United Synagogue chiefly took part, 
began to work more smoothly, and a promising innovation 
in the settling of Jewish child evacuees im a Jewish 
atmosphere was made with the Habonim hostels. The 
Zionists. freed from the partnership with the Refugee Fund, 
launched at the same time appeals of their own, to which 
there was an adequate response. An interesting plan 
launched by the Jewish National Fund, the Farm City 
Scheme, was completed by the end of the year. 


Jewish War Service 


With their fellow-citizens. of all classes, Jews and 
Jewesses took a full and demonstrably hero part in the 
Services and in Civil Defence. The Roll of Honour bore 
testimony to the sacrifices made by many Jews tn all 
branches of the fighting Services and in A.R.P.,. while on 
the briehter side was the extraordinary number of awards 
that Jews gained for bravery both in the midst of raging 
air raids and'in the sphere of battle. Two George Crosses 

one for a naval officer and the other for an A.F5S. 
man-—were gained during the year by Jews; George Medals, 
British Empire Medals, the D.S.C., the D.F.C., the A.F.C, 
the M.M.. all figured in the records, as did numerous 
‘mentions in dispatches * and commendations for heroism. 
Nor were Jewish women less m evidence than the men: 
several were awarded decorations for bravery of a high 
order, and the firsi person in the whole country to gain the 
newly constituted British Empire Medal was a Jewish A.F.S. 
girl in London. 

In State and in local government honours Jews figured 
with their fellow-citizens. A number, headed by Miss Myra 
Hess, D.B.E.. appeared im the King’s Birthday Honours, 


while in civic hfe two Jews were elected for a second term 
as Mavor—Councillor Wartsk: at Bangor, North Wales, 
and Alderman A. A. Naat at Hendon; Councillor L. J. 
Pevin Sheriff at Nottingham: and Alderman H.. Morris

In Palestine the sear was marked by a verv serious 
economic depression. which had commenced before the 
but which the war enhanced, and also reheved to 
some extent by the great demands for labour and produce 
on the part of the Army. For a moment in the late spring 
it seemed that the war would reach the shores of Palestine. 
but in the end it was turned back by the seizing of Syria, 
at any rate, for the time bene. Palestine had a number 
of air raids, one at Tel-Aviv. being the most. serious. 
Some thousands of recruits were raised for the British 
Army. including two all-Jewinsh companies for the East 
Kent (Bufis) Regiment. Some of those troops saw active 
service in North Africa and Greece. where at least a thou- 
sand -of them were taken prisoners Another party of 
their daring and bravery 
in North Africa and in the Abyssinian campaign. The 
political situation of the Jewish National Home remained 
unchanged, although at the end of the year anxiety was 
created amongst Jewish circles by the knowledge that talks 
between statesmen—at which Jews were not represented — 
were being held at Cairo. and that the future: of the 
Levantine States was ‘being secretly discussed. 

This anxiety was mustihned by the attitude of the Govern- 
ment towards the Jewish effort and the Jewish “ potential ” 
in Palestine. In sprte of the fact that Jewish industry and 
agriculture--the whole Jewish economy in Palestine. in 
truth —was readily turned to the war effort. and 100.000 
Jewish men and women held themselves ready for active 
war service, a curnous policy of “appeasement” was 
followed towards the Arabs who. largels hung back from 
active help of Britain and the Allies. By far the greater 
part of the 10.000 volunteers accepted in the Forces were 
Jews, but communiqués and official announcements per- 
sisted in describing these Palestine troops as “ Palestinian ” 
when justice On most occasions would have demanded the 
word “ Jew.” 


Palestinian troops won glory by 


Reticence concerning Jews and Palestine on 
the part of authority was equally evident in British official 
announcements in the Home Country. and in a remarkable 
speech on the Middle Fast Mr. Fden studiously avoided 
mention of Jews or Jewish effert. An echo of this attitude 
was to be found in the Middle Fast Exhibition. sponsored in 
England by the Ministry of Information. which. boosting 


the “ romantic sheikh " adea of the Arab. unaccountably 
left out the Jews of Palestine 


Zionism 


The wider question of the Jewish Army made no headway 
whatever. In political Zionism, in spite of efforts in the 
Yishuv and outside, the old differences persisted, and unity 
between the Zionist Organisation and the Revisionists. more 
than ever vital and more widely than-ever demanded, made 
little progress. A frank offer by the Revisionists to enter 
a round-table conference with the Zionist Organisation with 
all reasonable safeguards, was met by the latter body with 
complete silence—to the astonishment of the many who had 
always been led to believe by the leaders of the Zionist 
Organisation that it was the Revisionists who were resisting 
Zionist unity. 

Bound up with the question of Palestine continued to be 
that of the Jewish refugees, who in their thousands still 
tried to reach Eretz Yisrael. An unsympathetic Adminis- 
tration caused them to be turned away, many being sent to 
the island of Mauritius in the Pacific. A climax was 
reached when the s.s. Patria, in Haifa harbour, with nearly 
2.000 refugees on board, waiting to be transhipped to 
Mauritius, was mysteriously blown up and sank, with a 
death-roll exceeding 200. The survivors were allowed to 
stay, as a matter of grace, in the Athlit detention camp.

A Jewish Chaplain’s Experience 
PECULIAR WITNESSES 


By CAPTAIN L. RABINOWITZ. CF. 


The following very interesting experience is narrated by 
the Senior Chaplain Middle East Forces, Captain 1 
Rabinowitz, whose articles in these columns on his 
work as a Jewish Chaplain when he was still stationed 
in England aroused widespread interest. Captain 
Rabinowitz went out to the Middle Fast at Passover 
time. The following article was written before he left 
these shores. 


My travels as an Army Chaplain have brought me into 
strange places and curious byways. More especially have 
they brought me into provincial towns and villages which 
probably never before in history, and certainly never since 
1290, have ever seen a Jew. But evacuation changed all 
that. The plea of Lot. when Sodom and Gomorrah were 
to be destroyed, “ Behold now, this city is near to flee to. 
and it is a little one, Oh, let me escape thither,” becanie the 
cry of our modern Bilu, and many a small town and village 
within reach of London was filled to overflowing with 
evacuees of all ages. I have been naturally interested in 
Jewish evacuees, and the rustication of an urbanised Com- 
munity, and it is Of a remarkable experience which befell 
me that | wish to write. 

[here ts a certain town on the Great North Road. let me 
call wt X, which, until the evacuees went there. had one 
single Jewish resident. He was a market trader and had 
resided there for some 30 vears. 

He proudly told me that he had resisted the temptation 
not to keep Yom Kippur. “1 gets to my stall in the morn- 
ing, and I looks up (and he copied the gesture. looking up 
tumiliarly to the sky), and | savs, “Ole Man. make a 
bargain with vou. You know that I usually takes £30 on 
a Friday. Let me make my £30 by one o'clock and I'll 
go to Synagogue this evening. At one o'clock | counts my 
moneys and sees | got £30 Is. 6d. * Thanks, Ole Man? I 
says, and begins to pack up. Just then about 12 women 
crowds around me and says, ~ Mr. G.. what's the matter 
with you’ We wants to buy some stockings.” | was jest 
going to open up again when I realised what it was. It was 
Ole Nick down there (and here he pointed an accusing 
finger towards the nether regions) trying to make me break 
my word. * No! says I, looking up, “Ole Man. vou kept 
your word and [ll keeps mine.” And 1 tells ‘em. * Women. 
sorry! f got an important date which | promised to keep. 
Come back on Monday and Ill give vou special bargains- 

[hat man was the sole representative of Jewry in X 
But the war has changed all that. My first: introduction 
to the new arrivals came through a commanding officer. 
who intimated that he wished to see me. He told me that 
he had three Jewish men in his company and was anxious 
for them to attend the local Synagogue regularly 

1 told him that there was no Synagogue in the town, but 
he assured me most emphatically that there was. T promised 
to make inquiries, although | was still incredulous. | was 
sure that he had mistaken a conventicle of the Peculiar 
People, or some such sect with a Hebraic name. for a 
Synagogue. 

But the C.O. proved to be right After. exhaustive 
inquiries | was directed to a cluster of three houses on a 
Sight elevation, actually on the Great North Road itself 
Their Outward appearance was far from. prepossessing 
Ihe, were mean squalid-looking buildings, to which the 
name jerryv-built could hardly. be applied. since they were 
probably at least 200 years old. But a huge Mezzuzah. 
fully nine inches long and an inch square, showed me that 
I was on the right track 

I knocked at the door, entered, and almost Itteralls 


rubbed my eyes in amazement. I seemed to have been 
transported in the twinkling of an eve from the 20th century 
in England to a 19%h-century Jewish village in Poland 

Everything lent colour to the illusion. There was neither 
electricity nor gas. The room was bare, whitewashed. and 
lamp-lit Iwo bovs in their teens, wearing Polish velvet 
caps and pevot extending to their chifts, were standing there. 
one with his left arm bared and the marks of the Tefillin, 
which he had just doffed, still on his white flesh 

hey looked startled at the entry of an Army officer, and 
the younger one rushed out excitedly to inform his parents. 
Ihe other was about to follow suit, but I held him with a 
hearty “Shalom Aleichem.” He wheeled round in his 
tracks and stood still 

My eyes continued to take in the astonishing scene. The 
lable was littered with Tallisim, Tefillin, and praver- 
books. In two recesses near the chimney were piled. 
higgledy-piggledy. books, of which the latest seemed to be 
SO years old. Gemarahs. Midrashim, Kabbalistic works. 
books of devotion, jostled one another in fond familiarity 
In another corner was an Aron Kodesh with a cheap and 
gaudy Parochet Ihe rest of the furniture consisted of a 
table and some benches 

Ihe master of the house entered. He was probably in 
his early forties, although his untrimmed beard made him 
look much older. He did. however. look clean. and there 
was about him a’faint, indefinable suggestion of modernits 

Not so the older man who accompanied him, a. tall, 
typically Polish chassid. with bleary eves. a long beard, of 
which one could just discern that tts original colour was 
white. so stained was it with snuff and what-not Ihe 
lapels of his frock-coat gleamed and shone with grease. the 
blackness of the surtout was relieved by glaring stains 

I did not trouble to explain my mission at once. I was 
too interested in the origin of this strange accretion to 
the population of X. phed the \vounger with 
questions, which he answered readily 


“Der Alter” 


During the whole conversation, at irregular intervals, the 
back door opened and a succession of females, complete 
with shaitels, peeped in for-a moment at the apparition

The Motion Picture 
Industry chose Wendell Willkie as its counsel, and though he 
was not permitted to cross-cxamine witnesses (according to 
Mr. Gram Swing), he succeeded in making i clear that this 
was anything but a judicial inquiry in keeping with Congressional 
standards. Senator Nye took the opportunity to say that while 
he had “ many Jewish friends,” it was up to the Jews to conduct 
themselves in a way to avoid attack. Stress was laid by the 
isolationist Senators on the fact that the four leading executives 
in Hollywood were born abroad. But Mr. Willkie, admitting 
that Hollywood hated Hitler and made anti-Nazi films, asked 
whether it was proposed that Hollywood should have to produce 
an equal number of pro-Nazi films. 

Ihe latest news is that Charlie Chaplin has been subpanacd 
to give evidence about his picture, “ The Great Dictator,” to 
the Senate sub-committee. 

Mr. Gram Swing considers that the Isolationists, having lost 
their broad appeal, have been forced into making a narrow one,

INVITATION TO MURDER 


The “Stuermer” and the Ukrainians 


The Ukrainians are of the “ Nordic-Dinaric ” type, and 
their main virtue is their constant enmity to the Jews— 
such is the theme of an article in the notorious Nazi Jew- 
baiting organ, Der Sruermer, which is still continuing 
publication. 

The article recalls that during the years 1918 and 1919, 70,000 
Jews were killed by Ukrainians, and it gleefully describes the 
Jewish pogroms organised by Ukrainians against Jews through- 
out the ages. It describes the slaughter of 400,000 Jews during 
the Chmicinicki revolution of 1648 as the work of “ real heroes,” 
and refers with satisfaction to the Russian pogroms of 1905, 
when more than 37,000 Jews perished. It concludes with the 
‘confident hope” that the Ukrainians will again “ rise to the 
occasion" and “take vengeance on the Jews 

Grim stories have reached London of sufferings inflicted by 
pro-Nazi Ukrainians on Jews in Lwow, Przemysl, and other 
places in Southern and Eastern Poland. Together with the 
Nazi troops and the Gestapo, large numbers of Ukrainians 
who had been trained in Berlin swarmed into Lwow and the 
neighbourhood, and wherever they set. foot they participated 
in the Nazi anti-Jewish terror In Przemysl, it was. the 
Ukrainian traitors who burned the Synagogue and. looted Jewish 


houses, Having had entrusted to them the formation of the 
local militia, Ukrainians as a rule have the task of arresting 
Jews on charges of having given assistance to the Russians 


during their temporary stay, and of aiding the guerrilla fighters. 
In Rohatyn. some 30 Jews were imprisoned and others sent 
to concentration camps following Ukrainian accusations.

POLISH JEWS MUST WORK FOR NAZIS 


Ghetto Factories 


About 400,000 Jews in Poland are to be drawn into work for 
German industries, mainiv clothing and outtittine fo: 
G©erman Army According to the Nazi Press in Poland, the 
registration of all Jewrsh artisans has been completed. and soon 
large numbers of Jewish tailors, bootmakers, and o' 
put to work. Factories for the Jews are being erected hastily 
within the walls of the ghettoes in Warsaw, Lodz. and Lublin 

Registration has also taken place of Jewish women tailors and 
dressmakers, who will be put to work in Nazi-supervised 
factorics. Some of the products of these factories will be for 
export to South America in order to get much-needed foreign 
currency 

“ Yellow passports have now been introduced for Jews in 
Nazi Poland, according to Berne reports. tt adds that Poles 
are being given grey passports and the Ukrainians blue passports. 

CITY OF DEATH 

Mortality among the Jews in Warsaw is now 15 times higher 
than im pre-war years, according to data published by the 
American Committee of the Ose (Jewish Health. Society). The 
figures show that during April there were 2,438 Jewish deaths 
registered in Warsaw. In May the number reached 4.881. and 
in June 6.000. In pre-war days the mortality among the Jewish 
population did not exceed from 350 to 420 cases a month: and 
the Jewish population of the city has grown only by about 10 
to IS per cent 
_ Ose figures of the appalling increase of mortality among Jews 
in the ghetto are confirmed by statements in’ the Nazi-controlled 
Nowy Kukerk Warszawskt that deaths during July. out- 
numbered births by 3,600. The excess#of deaths over births 
among non-Jews for the same period was only 264.

To the Editor of THe Jewish CHRONICLE 


Sirk,—-I read. with great interest. and I must say, with shame, 
the statement in your issue of August 22 concerning the perse- 
cution of the Hungarian and Galician Jews in the Polish 
territory occupied by Hunganan troops. I wish only to express 
the horror felt by me and by free Hungarians at these ferocious 
happenings. When Admiral Horthy seized power in 1919, he 
began by beating up the Jews ahd the democratic and progres- 
sive elements of Hungary. It is now 22 years since Horthy 
instigated the White Terror by spilling Jewish blood. but we 
do not forget the five thousand victims of the blood orgy. 
Therefore I am convinced that what you write is no overstate- 
ment, for the regime of Admiral Horthy was never better, 
fundamentally, than that of Hitler of which it was actually the 
forerunner, We free Hungarians declare that we will regard 
it as our duty, as soon as we shall have the opportunity, to 
do justice both to the perpetrators of these crimes and to their 
innocent victims. Everybody who followed my political career 
knows that I incessantly advocated liberty, freedom of speech 
and of political and religious opinions, and | was violently 
opposed to racial prejudice. To-day, my conviction is stronger 
than ever that the peace and happiness of my people and that 
of the whole of Europe can only be achieved if, once and 
for all, we get rid of those who want to poison the minds of 
the peoples of Europe.

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THE JEWS OF TOBRUK 
A Pre-War Journey 


Tobruk, the thorn in the flesh of the Axis forces in Libya, 
where active fighting again appears to be breaking out, has 
—or had before the hostilities—a tiny Jewish Community, 
numbering just over 200. Its story has been told by Mr. 
Edward Kleinlerer, the well-known Jewish traveller in the 
Mediterranean and Middle East, in a graphic article in the 
New York AMERICAN HesrRew. He visited the town on the 
occasion of Mussolini's tour of Italian North Africa in 
1937, when the Duce proclaimed himself “ Protector of 
Islam.” He writes (his account has been somewhat con- 
densed): 

Mussolini's self-investiture as “ Protector of Islam” began 
with a theatrical entrance at Tobruk. I was the only Jewish 
journalist among a large group of forcign correspondents who 
came from far and wide to attend this “ pageant” of Fascist 
showmanship. During the 2,000-mile journey across the Libyan 
desert, the mountains and plateaux of Cyrenaica, through vil- 
lages and cities of Tripolitania, I came in contact with most 
of the Jewish Communities, poor and picturesque, sordid* and 
exotic, pious and zealous. But the most lasting impression 
J carried away trom the small community in Tobruk, which. 
though numbering only fifty families, presents one of the most 
unigue and fascinating Jewish groups in the world. 

Italy had not at the time of my visit to Tobruk fully endorsed 
the anti-Semitic credo, though ominous rumbling was a grim 
prelude to the eventual showdown. The Jews of Libya were 
then under the crushing impression of the flogging inflicted on 
a number of Jews of Tripou who dared to oppose the Govern- 
ment’s decree forcing Jews to keep open their shops on the 
Sabbath. Nazi “ inspectors “ were already pouring into Libva 
and their influence on.the local Fascist administration was 
manifest 

At the entrance to the antiquated commercial quarter of 
Tobruk, | noticed a small shop belonging to a goldsmith and 
watchmaker bearing the name Arbib Areentiere (Arbib 
the Jeweller). The name Arbib had a familiar sound. | had 
oficn scen this name in the Jewish quarters of Tunisia. Morocco. 
Tangier, and Syria. Several dapper and bemedalled Italian 
officers and soldiers of the garrison of Tobruk came to orde: 
rings, bracelets, and amulets for themselves and for — thei: 
women folk back home 

{hose were busy days for the Jewish gdldsmiths in Tobruk. 
as thousands of troops were massed in the city to show Italv’s 
strceneth in North Africa Bedouin .Arabs from all corners of 
C vrenaica were brought to Tobruk to stave a clarne ous wel- 
come for the new “ Protector,” adding colour to the city

* We have supplied the children of our Talmud Torah with 
new dresses for the parade before Mussolini and Marshal 
Balbo which will take place in the afternoon,” said. Eliah 
Haegiag. “ We first thought we would dress them in blue 
and white jackets, but in view of what is going on in Palestine” 
—he added—*“ we abandoned this colour scheme” 

On the way to the Talmud Torah which was situated in a 


new building erected in 1935 by the. diminutive community, I. 


met some interesting types of local Jews; patriarchal, tur- 
banned Jews, completely Arabised, husky and muscular types 
who I was told were excellent fishermen and swimmers 

In the patw of the Talmud Torah 1 found scores of children 
Their sharp playful voices in Arabic pierced the air In the 
Synagogue, adjoining the Talmud Torah, I recognised the Rabbi 
of Tobruk, Joseph Reubeni. as a Rabbi I had met fifteen years 
before in Sfax. Tunisia Reubeni was deeply moved. HH: 
embraced me with true orrental effusion. 

Mussolini made a long inspection tour of Tobruk and of the 
inner defences of the fortress in the morning hours. The parade 
was scheduled for the afternoon Thousands of Libyan Arabs 
were brought by Italian Carabinieri and ordered to cheer 
Mussolini. They waited for long hours and. showed visible 
sins of fatigue and apathy. The children of the Talmud 
Torah, the leaders of the Jewish Community, and the old Rabbi, 
in an oricntal turban, stood near the pupils of the Arab 
clementary schools. 

Finally, the Duce arrived He greeted the Arab notables in 
the most ceremonious manner, spoke to the Cadis, approached 
the Arab children, stroked their hair and grinned. He stood 
for a while to Iet the photographers and camcramen shoot the 
scene to be used for Italian propaganda purposes in the Arabic 
world. Then he hurried by the children of the Talmud Torah, 
ignored the presence of the Jewish Community leaders and 
their venerable Rabbi. Mussolini's behaviour was intended 
to show the Arabs that he was their friend and ally, and that 
the Jews were painfully tolerated in his colonial possessions 

[ saw the gloomy faces of the Jews. They felt that heavy 
clouds were gathering on their horizqn and that bitter days 
were ahead. Deeply impressed, I left Tobruk. I will never 
forget their anxious look. They were exposed to real, grave 
dangers. -At the extreme outpost of Italy's North African 


colony they were like a tiny island surrounded by a mounting 


sea of suspicion, hatred, and fanaticism. 


IRAN REUNION 
The story of an amazing reunion of two Jewish brothers from 

Russia is recounted in Hamasnkir, Jerusalem 
The younger of the Krakoff brothers left Russia 20 years ago 
and made his home in Berlin. Subsequently he escaped to 
Palestine, where he enlisted in the British forces and took part 
in the recent Iran campaign. : 
When the British and the Russian troops met in Iran, the 
Russians entertained the British with a supply of vodka and 
sang old Russian songs. The younger of the Krakoff brothers, 
vaguely remembering the motif of the songs, raised his voice in 
the chorus. He was instantly recognised by his elder brother. 
who had remained in Russia. completing his studies as an 
engineer, and had joined the Soviet forces also occupying Iran. 


BALKAN RATIONS 


Special ration cards for Jews have been introduced in 
Nazi-controlled Rumania. Bulgaria, Slovakia, and Croatia. The 
cards are marked “for Jews only,” and they entitle Jews to 
purchase the tood rations allotted to them on certain days and 
during certain hours only. ; 

In Rumania, Jews are permitted to make their food purchases 
only once in every ten days, in Croatia once a week, in Slovakia 
twice a week, and in Bulgaria three times a week. Shopkeepers 
have been told that they are liable to heavy penalties if they 
Bive Jews excess rations. 


AMSTERDAM AIDS POOR JEWS 


The Amsterdam Municipality is ning Jewish schools for 
children excluded by the Nazis from the general schools. Jewish 
teachers dismissed by the Nazis from the general schools will 
be engaged as teachers in the new schools, which will be main- 
tained by the Municipality. 

The Nazis demanded that the schools should be maintained 
by the Jews, but the Municipality was of the opinion that the 
Jews, who had been impoverished by the Nazi regime, could 
not be expected to find the necessary funds. The pro-Jewish 
decision of the Municipality has naturally aroused the anger 
of the Nazis, but it is not known yet whether they will attempt 
to override it 

Describing the cultural debt owed by Holland to the Jews, 
the Knickersocker Weexkty, the organ of the Free Netherlands 
pubitshed im the United States, tells of Dutch resistance to the 
anti-Semitic campaign carried on in Holland by Secyss-Inquart, 
the Nazi Commissioner. “ When a Hollander hears the word 
* Jew,’ says the paper, “ it does not suggest to him the well- 
known rich banker of German posters, but rather one of the 
hard-working, humble figures made familiar to us by the pictures 
of Rembrandt, and whom one can meet every day in the streets 
of Amsterdam.” 


RIGHT-ABOUT TURN! 


The Dutch people have found a new method of 
expressing their contempt for Nazi anti-Semitic pro- 
pacanda. The anti-Semitic film “The Wandering 
Jew.” is being shown at all Dutch cinemas, by order 
of Dr. Goebbels. Dutch audiences obediently flock 
to the cinemas, but when the lights go up at the end 
of the film it is observed that all of them are sitting 
with ther backs to the screen. - 


JEWS BARRED FROM FINNISH TOWNS

If Poland is to be a really 
democratic country the National Council must be clected tn 
some way or other on a democratic basis, and Poles in general, 
as well as Polish Jews, must be given a chance to have their 
say in the matter 

Jews are expecting at least three seats on the new Council.

The Yiopisn Day. of New York. eives interesting details of 
the career of General Irving J. Phillipson, Commander of the

General Phillipson graduated from the Davag High School 
and won a presidential appointment to West Point.

NEW WORLD 


ON Sunday evening we enter a new year big with fate 
for all humanity and not least for the whole of the 
Jewish people. Never, indeed, has Rosh Hashana 
dawned amid such dire uncertainties, or heralded such 
cataclysmic decisions of weal or woe. For by the time 
the new year has run its course, it will probably have 
been determined, for nations as for individuals, whether 
“ darkness is to return to the face of the deep or a 
new age of happy enlightenment ts to begin. 

At this momentous hour, standing on the brink of 
destiny, we feel it our duty. to address some carnest 
words from the hearts of British Jewry to our American 
coreligionists. They are offered in no mood of censure 
or reproof—such an attitude would be improper and 
out of place —but solely as fellow-members of K'lal 
Yisrael, guardians of common ideals, and beset by 
common dangers and anaxicties. We know they will 
understand. 

As citizens of the United States, they share at this 
moment with their fellow-nationals the tremendous 
responsibility of deciding whether or not ther country 
should throw its full weight without condition of 
reservation into the struggle now being waged. Like 
many others of their countrymen they, or numbers 
among them, may be tortured by doubts -doubts as 
to the reality of the Nazi world-domination threat, 
doubts of the imminence of the perl to their own 
country. No one has demonstrated more powerfully 
than their own great President the fallacy of all these 
questionings. Nothing has illustrated more vividly 
than the actual and tragic march of events the truth 
of the Nazi threat~—the piecemeal, step-by-step 
devouring of liberty, the destruction of the free peoples 
one by one. Hitler himself has, in “~ Mein Kampt,” 
(p. 273) told his countrymen that 

“Wherever one’s task ‘is to attempt to attain the 
seemingly inpossible there only one way in 
which a nation will be rendered capable of truly great 
efforts and achievements: Unless you divide the path 
before vou imto various successive Stages, and then 
make ever, effort. even the most determined and 
ruthless effort, to Overcome them step. by | step, 
according to well-laid plan, sou will never reach the 
final goal.” 

We ask our American coreligionists to consider whether 
tis in their country’s interests tor ut to stand hesitant 
and bemused until tts “number up” Hreiler’s 
*well-laid plan.” until the. menstrous and barbarian 


power Which brags of controlling the entire European. 


coastline and most of Europe's industrial capacity 
believes iself ready to absorb and digest America too 
“It took them a long time.” gloats one Nazi authority, 
“to take Adolf Hitler seriously, and when at last the 
opponents did sit up, tt was too late” At every tresh 
Nazi aggression, declares Dr. Goebbels, “the rabbit 
stared as though hy pnotised by the. snake.” “* What 
would have become of us if the enemies of National 
Socialism had. trom the beginning, taken us as seriously 
us we deserved?” he exchiums What will become of 
America. reason demands, tt. wiph Britain, the last 
powerful enemy of Hitler, overcome, she is left alone 
to face the “ snake“ and tts. capacious maw? 

li America ts such deadly danger, what can 
American Jews, qua Jews, expect especially tor them- 
selves in a world terrorised and dominated by the bitter- 
est, most ruthless, and most determined enemy of their 
people that has ever arisen? — the unspeakable tate of 
coreligronists evers land trodden by the hoots 
of the Nazi beast gives the reply. Let there be no 
mistake about wu. The Lindberghs and the Nyes, with 
their mischiet-making tales of a “Jewish war” and 
their lurid ‘threats of pogroms America entered and 
lost the war, hope by these menaces to pante the Jewish 
Community, like a swarm of unpatriotic cowards, into 
their tsolationist camp. But rest assured, these thinly. 
veiled Nazis would offer no bed of roses to Jews in a 
Nazi-controlled United States, or a United = States 
tolerated for the while by Nazi victors. Ht would be 
a thousand times better for every patriouc American 
if, instead of this ignominious scuttle and instead of 
staring helplessly at the Nazi snake, he fearlessly threw 
in his lot with those who are attempting to save his 
country, and thus not only made certain the defeat 
of Nazism-—and at the same time smashed the teeth 
of anti-Semitism for a thousand years—but shortened 
the war by months, if not years, and saved mountains 
of human suffering. 

Palestine——what about Palestine? some American 
Jews may murmur. Yes, we too are well aware of 
that unhappy story. We have felt deeply about 
the fatuous appeasement and truckling to the Arabs at 
the expense of Jews. We have waxed hotly indignant 


that this folly should be the only reward of the heroic 
exertions of Palestine Jewry for the British cause. We 
have felt the shame of it in our bones as we have read 
instance after instance of willing Jewish service and 
the willing perilling of Jewish lives for the common 
cause, accompanied by consistent snubbing and 
disregard from an officialdom which is tireless in tts 
obsequious assiduity to win the good graces of the 
so-called Arab world, despite repeated betrayals and 
consistent unhelpful indifference. We have been 
appalled at the incredible ineptitude of British policy 
in the Jewish homeland, and we have spoken our minds 
plainly and bluntly about it. But, as must be obvious 
to anyone with a sense of proportion, the case of 
Britain and her Allies in the war and the case of the 
disputes and disagreements over Palestine are of a 
totally different nature. Ihe latter are a source of 
disagreement between civilised people which must 
ultimately be settled by negotiation, Ihe war is a 
struggle for He itself, for the very survival of all free 
peoples, Jew and non-Jew. Failures and = wrong- 
headedness in Palestine can be corrected. For ftatlure 


in the war there can be no remedy. Like death it will- 


be--the end. And we would beg -our American 
corcligionists to note that the very treedom with which 
we have been able here in beleaguered Britain to express 
our views on Palestine questions is a testimony to the 
strength of the free and democratic. British institutions 

that treedom tor which we are tighting, and whose 
collapse would bring down with it in very short time 
every hberty and tree imstitution remaining the 
world to-day. 

In the present terrific struggle neutrality has proved 
only a trap for the misguided who have practised tt. 
Neutrality i: out of court not only militarily but 
morally. It is not permitted to citizens of civilised 
States to refrain trom: assisting the victims of violence 
committed in their presence. Only what has been called 
“the obsolete and barbarous code” of International 
Law allows an exception in favour of crimes Committed 
by the rulers of sovereign States. Phis exception ts 
abhorrent to Jewish teaching, which warns us that not 
sneaking neutrality towards evil, but righteousness 
exaltcth a nation. We beg our American coreligionists 
lo remember that this sorry and sordid neutrality, 
tempered by vain verbal sympathies, gave carte-blanche 
to the ruthless persecutors German Jewry. 
American Jews cannot really expect to avert any 


further moral betrayals of their people if they remain’ 


callously neutral when other nations are overrun, 
crushed, and enslaved. Some burning words were 
spoken by the Dutch Minister of Education the other 
day. He said: ‘ 
the great mistake and the great fault of the 
Christian world was that with regard to the atrocities 
of Hitlerism against the: Jews it) showed compassion 
bul not resistance .. Had the world’s indignation 
after 1933 over the tate of the Jews i Germany given 
plhice to the world’s early resistance. then. perhaps, 
things would tave been different now.” 

In other words, a tree hand. with the Jews means, 
sooner or later, a tree hand with all nations, not 
excluding the great American nation itselt 

On grounds of true patriotism, lor the sake of the 
glorious ideals which it is the honourable Jewish 
mission to proclaim to a bewildered and agenised 
world, and so that the vrave Shall not close for evel 
over all Jewish hopes, we beg our American coreli- 
wonists no longer to hesitate. Let them throw back tn 
the teeth of the utterers all blackmail talk and insulting 
threats fet them come forth boldly, AS Americans 
and as Jews, and, jorning with all who are worthy of 
their treedom, work tirelessly to bring the people of 
America side by side with those embattled against the 
onset of the gravest calamity that has ever threatened 
mankind | 


AT: LAST! 
Lr ull the present, said a recent announcement, there has 


been no complete record of the part plaved by Jews in the 


econome hte of the country. and wt has often been dithcult 


to relute irresponsible allegations of Jewish domi in 
particular industries. of C\ageerated tigures for Jewish 
financial interests involved... Accordingly, we are told. the 


Trades Advisory Council are preparing plans for a national 
survey of Jewish trade interests in Britain. Ihis statement 
is. Of Course, hight, welcome: and itis to. be hoped that 
the Council will receive in full measure the assistance which 
it asks trom all and mdiiduals ma position 
to help with information. Memd@ties are raised of past 
eflorts to stir the Community into taking the vital Step now 
proposed. We do not know how many pleas for the 
creation of a Jewish Statistical Bureau have. over ‘a long 
period, been printed in this paper. Not manv vears ago “4 
representative conference was held in London. under the 
presidency of Sir Philip Hartog. It debated the matter 
perfunctonly, not to say drowsily, for a number of hours. 
and then dispersed. Nothing came of it. Money. was one 
obstacle. Indiflerence to mere statistics, if not hatred of 
them, was probably another. The Jewish Health Organisa- 
tion, with its meagre resources, took up the running. It 
did its best. But there was still no sign of a Bureau. 
And the Community dozed on-~at a time, be it remembered. 
when signs of trouble had already come. Such crass 
stupidity and indolence was characteristic. It has taken a 
sanguinary war and an anti-Jewish movement to shake it 
off. The story has its moral, an urgent one, for the 
Conununity at this hour. 


LET US HAVE THE FACTS 


le move now announced, however, is partial: It leaves 
out of account great stretches of the communal life in which 
satistical investigation is imperative and overdue. We 
need reliable figures as to our religious life—for example, 
how many Jews are attached to a Synagogue’ What ts the 
extent of intermarriage and conversions? Are they grow- 
ing or waning? How much do we spend on our innumer- 
able institutions? A private individual endeavoured to 
ascertain the answer to this last question, but only an 
authoritative body could hope to secure all the facts. It is 
the same with such matters—fruitful fields for the enemy—- 
as the ‘erush into the professions.” No attempt has ever 
heen made at a social survey of the Community, on the lines 
of the great Booth and Rowntree inquiries, so that the 
mith which makes every Jew a millionaire has flourished 
like a noxious weed. There has never even been any attempt 
by a representative Jewish body to arrive at a fairly 
accurate estimate of our numbers. The result has been that 
in this important matter we are at the mercy of every 
malicious. soap-box orator who chooses to exploit the 
illusion of vast numbers created by our concentration, for 
the most part, in a few big cities. The plain fact is that 
we feed statistics not merely to fight anti-Jewish lies, but 
to build a healthy Jewry, to discover where we have failed 
and where succeeded. Governments could hardly move a 
step without relevant statistics for the particular job in hand. 
Jews are in exactly like case. Statistics must be considered 
before changes are planned in these complex modern con- 
ditions... They must be consulted in the starting of all post- 
war reforms. To sail-imto the future without them would 
he for Jews about as sane as for a captain to set sail without

OUT OF CONTROL 


Looking back on the past. as ts specially befitting at this 
particular period, there ts one defect in the communal Ife 
which the procession of the years has increasingly revealed 

the lack of a firm grip on our communal administration 
by those in actual or nominal control. This does not, of 
course, apply in anything Tike all cases. There are notable 
exceptions. But in too many there ts a flaccidity, a weak- 
ness, and almost a feeling of irresponsibility, which are 
liable to have bad and dangerous results, especially in 
times of upheaval and turmoil like the present. In such 
conditions aspiring emplovees are sometimes encouraged 
to take the bit between their teeth and bolt wherever their 
own tancy, or perhaps private interests, dictate. Or the 
adnunistration drifts feebly, without its supporters know- 
ing what work tt iw domg, if anv. And the public, being 
as a rule apathetic, has not sufficient interest to inquire 
what is happening. Much of the laxity of control springs, 
no doubt. from the fact that many communal workers have 
their hands too full and are reluctant to part with their 
authority to others. There ts the other side of the medal, 
the dearth of willing hands. a scarcity even now not 
entirely attributable to the demands on time .of national 
service. 


IRRESPONSIBILITY 


IN considerable part, too, this deplorable laxity is trace- 
able to the carelessness, the levitv, even, with which 
prominent public men consent to be patrons of this or that 
movement. without even having anything but the vaguest 
idea of what they, are “ patronising.” or the time or. the 
atility to keep the movement or imstitution on the right 
path Yome persons gaily volunteer even to act as 
treasurers, though thes know themselves to be minus even 
clementar, Knowledge of such things as accounts. When 
things go awry, the patrons and honorary officers wring 
ther hands and make frantic efforts to put things straight, 
usually when it ts too late, 


\ll this has somehow to be eliminated, tncluding the 
pushing. Of incompetent. relatives into positions in. which 
they are useless or worse. The communal organisation must 
be tightened up. For that, the first and prime requisite is 
the implanting of a sense of responsibility alike in- the 
masses and in some of their leaders. 


WHITTINGEHAME—A GREAT OPPORTUNITY 

\ letter from. four. Hon. Officers’ of the 
Whittinghame Farm School was published in these colunins 
stating that room is now available at the School for some 
ISO new pupils of from 14 to 16 years of age. The 
signatories begged all those who are charged with looking 
alter the Jewish refugee children now in this country 
to give this proposal their earnest attention. and. British 
Jewry as a whole to give the scheme their wholehearted 
support. But, almost incredible to relate. there has been 
litthe Or no practical response to date despite the lapse of 
several weeks since the letter appeared. The School, during 
the two-and-a-half years of its existence. has won golden 
opinions for the work it has done. It has trained a laree 
lumber of refugee boys and girls in agriculture, many of 
whom are, pending their emigration to Palestine, doing 
work of national importance on the land in this country. 
At the same time the training has been carried on amid 
ideal Jewish conditions, while secular education has. of 
course, not been neglected. In view of the complaints from 
time to time made of de-Judaising influences to which the 
refugee children are subjected in their present environment, 
one would have thought that so fine an alternative as 
Whittingehame would have been grasped with both hands. 
That this has apparently not been the case is something of a 
mystery, of which an early explanation is due.

The Joy of Religion 


Rosh: Hashana ts celebrated by Jewish 
communities all over the world for two days. 
It begins in the evening before the first day 
of Tishri, the seventh month of the religious 
vear. Its characteristic symbol ts the Shofar, 
the ram's horn. The Bible makes. reference 
to it in these words: “ In the seventh month, 
on the first dav of the month, shall be a 
solemn rest unto you, a memorial of blowing 
of trumpets. a holy convocation” And 


again.“ In the seventh month, on the first 
day of the month, ve shall have a holy 
convocation: se shall do no servile: work; 
it is a day of blowing of trumpets unto 
Vou. 

In Palestine. in ancient times, Israel 


thronged to Jerusalem, the religious centre, 
to celebrate the Festival. And when the 
seventh month came, and the children of 
Isracl were im the cities, the people gathered 


themselves together as one man to Jeru- 
salem.” 
In the time of Ezra. the reading of the 


Torah characterised and. enhanced the 
observance of the great day. “And all the 
people gathered themselves together, as one 
man, into the street that was before the 
water gate; and they spoke to Ezra the scribe 
to bring the Book of the Law of Moses, 
which the Lord had commanded to Israel;

In Scripture times the Shofar was used on 


all important occasions to announce great 
events. It announced the New Moon and 
solemn. feasts It proclaimed the year of 
release was also Irequently employed 


as the siznal-hern of war. as the alert in lume 
\s the Prophet said 

Shall the horn be blown in a city. and 
the people not be afraid”? 

On Rosh Hashana the 
searching sounds of the Shotas cvoke the 
penitent mood. A medieval Rabbi has sug 
gested many reasons tor the sounding of the 
Shotar on New Years Dav: the Creation, 
the Binding of Isaac, the Revelation on Sinat, 
the proclamation of God's kingship, the final 
Day of Judgment, the Resurrection. and the 
Messianic Redemption All these sublime 
ufe associated in the Bible with the 
Shofar. 

But the famous Maimonides saw a higher 
purpose in the Shotar. He writes: “ Besides 
its Scriptural object, the New Year's trumpet 
has a deep meaning. It says: “Awake, ve that 
sleep, up, ve that slumber: examine your 
actions and repent.” The Shofar sounds 
are an alarm to the whole House of Israel 
to rally its ranks, to strengthen itself for 
the fight. against the foes that assail it on 
every side. They speak of the history of 
the Jew. They tell of the martyrdom of 
Israel's sons and daughters in ages gone by. 
But they also speak of the present. They 


shit 7 and heart- 


echo the cry of the poignant pain of brother 


Jews suffering under the heavy yoke of 
oppression and tyranny. They summon us 
to’ rally round the anctent standard that has 
encouraged us in many a previous struggle. 

Never was there need of a greater demon- 
stration of Jewish solidarity than to-day. 
Never was it more urgent that we should

THE MEANING OF THE SHOFAR 
Its Message to All Peoples 


Rosh Hashana. Isracls New Year, is 
described in the Bible as the day of the 
Sounding of the Shofar (the Ram's Horn) 
Older children can well remember how 
greatly excited they were when they heard, 
for the first time, on Rosh Hashana. the 
sound of the Shofar. 

How their heart did beat fast as sounds 
of different kinds followed quickly one after 
another! First a smooth sound (J ¢ekiah). 
then a broken sound (Sheharim), then again 
a trembling sound (7 erual), followed in turn 
by another smooth sound. How they won- 
dered what it was all about! What had 
all this to do with New Years Day” 

Ihose stil older who have followed the 
service intelligently in a Mahzor with an 
English translation might have noticed a 
rather strange custom im connection with 
this ceremony. After the blowing of the 
Shofar in the early part of the morning 
service, the worshippers recite a verse from 
the Book of Psalms congratulating them- 
selves because they know how to sound the 
Shofar: “Happy ts the people that know 
the sound of the Horn. 

This custom might have struck them as a 
iece of petty concent. Surely, they might 
ne thought to themselves, there is nothing 
particularly clever in being able to blow the 
Shotat Already the Rabbis of lone ago 
felt that there Was something in these words 
from the Psalms that called for an explana 
tron “Do not the other nations of the 
world,” they ask, “ know how to sound the 
Shofar? See how many herns they have 
how many trumpets, how many bugles” 
What these words must mean.” they say 
“ss, happy is the people who know how to 
please Giod with the sound of the Shofar 

In this explanation we have. as we shall 
sec. the key enabling us to enter into the 
meaning of the Shotar and to see how truly 
suitable the Shotar ws for celebrating the 
New Year

It is 
not so with God, the Great Artist. He not 
merely created the world, but He is deeply 
interested in what is taking place in it. He 
is not only the Creator. He ts also the King 
and Ruler of the Universe. Here we have 
the significance of Rosh Hashana as the 
festival of the Creation. It is a dav devoted 
to the crowning of God. We acknowledge 
on this day His rule over the life of indi- 
viduals and of nations. We enthrone God 
on this dav. amid sounds of the Shofar. as 
King im our midst In the words of the 
Psalm recited before the blowing of the 
Shotar “God goes up (ascends his kingly 
throne) by the sound of the horn. The 
Shotar is proclaimibey Ciod as

THE BETHESDA JEWISH SCHOOL, BLACKPOOL 


bringing Roses to Pale Londoners’ Cheeks 


It seems the most natural thing in. the 
world that of all the hundreds ot streets. 
squares, and roads that abound in Black 
pool, the Beth Sefer for Jewish evacuces 
should be housed nowhere else but in 
the Hebrew-sounding Bethesda Road 

the Hall, vestry, and choir rooms of the 
Bethesda Congregational Church were 
acquired by the jormt efforts of the Bhick- 
pool Education Authorities and the Joint 
Emergency Committee, and since March 
Ist, 1941, this unique Jewish elementary 
school, starting with only 30) pupils, has 
heen going from strength to strength, and 
now numbers 78 boys, girls, and infants 

Many of these children had been eva- 
cuated from London two or even three 
limes previously, and had not. seen a 
Hebrew book since September, 1939. Here, 
they not only receive daily instruction in 
Hebrew and religion in. addition to their 
secular studies, but they also live in a 
Jewish atmosphere. 


Four School Houses 


As soon as a child is enrolled at the 
B.J.S.. he (or she) is also admitted into one 
of the four school Batim or houses.  Tel- 
aviv and Tel-Chai for the boys, Ziona and 
Herzha for the girls. 

Ihe morning session commences daily 
with a short service, and each dav a dif- 
ferent psalm or hymn is sung out of the 
Siddur. After this, the children. who are 
graded differently for their Hebrew instruc- 
tion than for their secular work, march out 
of the hall to their respective Hebrew 
classes, to the tune of a popular Pales- 
tinian march played on the piano. 

Quite early in the life of the school, the 
need for a Kasher canteen was felt. A 
number of children travelled quite a dis- 
tance to school (they are allowed free tra- 
velling facilities by the Local Fducation

Once ut was established, the Canteen be- 
came part of the Jewishness of the school, 
and is now proving to be such a boon not 
only to the children, but more so to their 
parents, whose shopping difhicultres, 
especially in obtaining Rasher food. are so 
acute

On two evenings a week, nearly the 
whole school stays behind for hours’ 
Hebrew and insiruction, and every 
Wednesday evening the school hall is the 
meeting-place for the School Habonim 
group, Gedud Hanitsachon (Victory) which. 
lke the canteen, attracts a number of 
Jewish children from other schools. The 
Gsedud's staunchest members are the Jewish 
girls from the local Refugee Hoste! 

No opportunity for holding a children’s 
Neshef w overlooked. A very jolly one was 


‘held on Purim, when nearly 200 local and 


evacuated children were entertained by the 
school, and more recently a Herz!-Bialik 
Neshef was held, and a substantial sum was 
collected by the children towards the ]_N_F. 
Victory Drive appeal. 

A very successful experiment in the form 
of a ten-day Habonim Holiday Course has 
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great difference to the world. After all, the 
terrible evil we see in the world is simply 
because the individual man has not learned 
how to deal with the evil within himself. 
It is the individual bad man that makes a 
bad nation. and the bad nation that makes 
a bad world. If every bov and girl, man 
and woman would only get rid of greed. 
envy. and selfishness. there would be no 
misery and no wars in ths world.

WHAT PALESTINE MEANS TO THE YOUNG JEW 
The Solution of Our Tragic Problem 


Palestine is in the news. It is one of the 
military bases for the British Forces. A 
few months ago Palestine was in serious 
danger of invasion from Syria, Iraq, and 
Crete. The immediate danger is past, but 
Palestine is still one of the kev territories 
in the far-flung front of the British eastern 
armies from the western desert of Egypt to 
India, Malaya, and Singapore. 

lo the Jew, Palestine is important in other 
wavs too. We are now at the beginning of 
a Jewish New Year, 5702. Even in thé 
midst of war we cannot lose sight of the 
fact that the month of lTishri is associated 
with great Jewish Festivals and other occa 
SIONS ot national memory Rosh Hashana. 
the New Year itself, apart from its religious 
significance, 18 Significant for us in connec- 
tion with Palestine because it was in Pales- 
tine. at the centre of Jewish national and 
religious life. that two thousand Véars avo 
the calendar was fixed and the date of the 
New” Year determined.

The Miseries of War 


Ihe war has brought miusery and tragecs 
to hundreds of millions of human berngs 
if) pe and elsew! cre lews come hrst 
not only in mtensity of suffering, but also 
in date. tor Jewish suflering at the i inds of 
the.

Where can the Jew make his dtstinc- 
tive contribution to human life. and live in 
full Jewish dignity? 


An Answer to the Questions 


Palestine is the answer to all three ques- 
tions. This does not mean that Jews have 
not escaped from Nazi persecution to other 
lands: but in all lands of refuge the Jewish 
refugee from Nazi persecution is still a 
refugee; in Palestine. the landing of the 
Jewish refugee on the soil of his ancestral 
land immediately liberates him from the 
Status of refugee and makes him a free, self- 
respecting Jewish human being once again. 
Palestine has already taken 100.000 of such 
refugees, men, women, and children, large 
numbers of them completely destitute, hav- 
me been robbed of all by the Germans and 
their quisling followers. 

In all lands where Jews live, we Jews are 


fighting with our fellow-citizens for the 
liberation of mankind from the danger of 
Nazism. In our own country Jews have 
already shown their loyalty to Britain and 
to the ideal of a free and moral mankind 
by their behaviour in the fighting forces, in 
ciwil defence, and in all parts of national 
lite and the national effort. High distine- 
ions of a military and civil character have 
becn awarded to many Jews. There is no 
conscription in Palestine. there are indeed 
considerable obstacles to Jews volunteering 
for various services on behalf of the British 
cause: nevertheless, about 10.000 Jews have 
already enlisted voluntarily Jews have 
fought with the British Forces in EFeypt, 
Libva Abyssinia. Fritrea, Greece, Crete, 
Iraq. and’ Svria.

Rosh Hashana aids us to be or use by 
enabling us to think and to prepare through 
the eight days which follow tor the grand 
lessons of the Day of Atonement. 

It must not be imagined that because on 
one special day in the year we are urged to 
give our thoughts to making good resolu- 
tions, this need not happen on other days. 
[here is a great advantage, however, tn one 
special day being set apart for the purpose 

one in which all our thoughts can be 
centred on God and on His loving care, 
whether we are at a service or at home. 
Some boys and girls will be old enough to 
fast. either for part or for the whole of 
the day, and will feel pleased that they are 
able to do so.

manifest the unity of Israel. So the Shofar 
calls for loyalty, service, and unity of am 
in the common cause. 

Tradition has given to Rosh Hashana the 
idea of a Day of Judgment, a day on which, 
according to the Rabbis, all men pass for 
judgment before the Creator, as sheep pass 
for examination before the shepherd. 

As a judgment day it naturally fills us 
with awe. The sense of sin, of wasted 
opportunities, of time misspent, weighs 
heavily upon us. “ For there liveth ho man 
on earth who ts perfectly righteous and with- 
out sin.” 

Justice and Mercy 


We are therefore called upon to search 
our hearts. “Let us search our ways and 
try them and turn again to Thee: tor Thy 
right hand is stretched out to receive the 
penitent.” “ The destiny of all living things 
is written on Rosh Hashana and sealed on 
Yom Kippur. 

Religion tells us that we are judged by our 
achions and by the thoughts that prompt 
them. But God is not a stern pudgec. Hf 
Heaven's judgment were stern who could 
stand in God's presence and not tremble’ 
God is a merciful Father, Who judges Hues 
human children by justice eiinend with 
mercy, say the Sages. The imagery of the 
Midrash has preserved for us a picture of 
God administering justice with mercy. “On 
Rosh Hashana God seats Himself to judge 
the world with strict yustice, but when the 
sons of Israel assemble in their Houses of 
Worship and take up the Shofar, He leaves 
the Throne of Justice and occupies the 
Throne of Mercy. Thus filled with com- 
passion He changes the verdict of 
to that of mercy.”

The creation of man, too, is referred by 
the Rabbis to the New Year's Day It was 
on Rosh Hashana, in the first hour of that 
day, that the thought came to God to create 
Adam, the first human being. 

A beautiful story told by the Sages pornts 
the moral of our common ancestry and of 
the equality of all God's children. The tale 
runs: “When God resolved to create the 
first man, Adam, He took dust not from a 
single land but He mingled dust trom every 
part of the habitable carth, from all lands 
and continents. From this mixture of earth 
He created Adam.” The reason’ So that 
no people may claim superiority and say we 
are greater and worthier than our neighbour 
for Adam had his birth here. 

It matters not im what country or clime 
man was born. What counts ts the supreme 
fact that he was created in the image of God. 
This fact alone gives value, 
nity to human life. That is what the saintly 
Rabbi Akiba meant when he said that 
‘beloved is man for he was created in the 
image of God.” 

We are to order our life after the Divine 


pattern. God is merciful, so must we be 
merciful; God is love, so must we love one 
another. 


Adam was the first man to be endowed 
with the Divine gift. He was the father of 
the human family and when we commemor- 
ate his birthday on Rosh Hashana we cele- 
brate the anniversary of the founder not 
only of the Jewish people, but of mankind. 
We pray not only for our own salvation but 
for the glory of all nations. In this spirit 
we offer up our petitions on New Year's 
Day.

THE SUCCAH 
Its Underlying Ideals 


“Immediately after the conclusion of 
Yom Kippur.” runs an old Rabbinic 
advice. “ one should busy oneself with the 
construction of the Succah.” to fulfil the 
blessing of the Psalmist: “They shall go 
from strength to strength.” that ts, straight 
from one commandment to another. 

[he pious Jew goes about the matter in 
accordance with the clear directions given 
in the Talmud. He selects a spot, either in 
the courtvard or (in countries of the 
Orient) on a. flat roof-top free trom over- 
hanging structures or trees, and there pro- 
ceeds to erect his modest booth. A few 
simple rules guide him. The Succah must 
be of moderate height. not lower than 10 
handbreadths (sav about 41t. 61n.) nor 
hieher than 20 cubits (about 
must be ‘large enough to accommodate at 
least One person and his table about 
3 ft. square) 

Ihe chiet characteristic ot the Succah, 
however, is its thatch. tor its roof has to be 
composed solely of vegetation, cut off from

One of the most certain things in this un- 
certain world is the fact that when the 
underlying ideals of the Succah. the 
Struggle for liberty and the feeling of 
intense. gratitude for God's harvest, the 
practice of charity and the recognition of 
the independence of all men upon Divine 
Providence, when these ideals are fulfilled.

UNITED SYNAGOGUE FOR 
MANCHESTER ? 


Question Raised by Shechita Board 
President 


[From our Correspondent] 


When moving the adoption of the annual report of the 
Manchester Shechita Board at a meeting on Sunday Mr. 
R. Barrow-Sicree, President, raised the question of a 
United Synagogue. 

Mr. Barrow-Siree reminded the delegates that he had long 
advocated a United Synagogue in Manchester, and that the 
establishment of the Communal Rabbinate im the city was 
intended as a begining of such a movement There was, he 
said, a movement afoot to bring about a United Synagogue 
throughout the whole of the country, and while he was not 
prepared to express any definite views he did think that mt would 
be desirable in the interests of Anglo-Jewry that the country 
should be divided into districts, with a United Synagogue 
covering cach district and a central body appointed trom all 
the districts for the purpose of unification 

Speaking about offences against the Food Control regulations 
the President recalled that he had lan! down a principle as tas 
back as last April that the Board would exercise nus mberent 
rights to withdraw the licence of any butcher who should be 
prosecuted fo conviction It was unnecessary to say more about 
that matter, he continued, as disciplinary powers were already 
vested in the Board, as he had fiom time to time, 19 interviews 
with the Ministry of Food, explained to the Ministry He 

omted out that uw was equally an offence on the part of U 
ce as on the part of the butcher or poultry dealer it he 
willingly and wilfully encouraged cither the buicher or poultry 
dealer to commit the offence 

Ihe President expressed his astonishment at finding, as Chau 
man of the Evacuation Commitee, how lacking the. children 
were in Hebrew education, and how apathetic the parents were 
in the matter He mentioned other problems, particularly ima 
the Lancashire arca, where children in small numbers are di 
tributed in many villages, and said that he was conviriced the 
only satusfactory solution would be to bring the children together 
in hostels, where a Jewish atmosphere would prevail 

The meeting resolved that there be no change m Exccutive and 
Committee for the duration of the war 

Ihe 49th annual report of the Board reports that during the 
year a sum of £1,000 was distributed to local charitable mstitu- 
tions and special appeals. “ Untortunately, general conditions 

and the prospect of further decreases in the supphes of meat 
and poultry—with the consequent decrease in the mocome-——-may 
well result in the Board being compelled to conserve 8 tunds 
still further, and, in spite of the most stringent economies, dis- 
pensing with grants to charitable institutions during the torth- 
comme year.” 

Ihe courtesy and assistance of Ministry of Food ofhcials im 
rationing, distribution, and other matters, acknowledged tn 
the report.

Subtle Penetration into England: Vir. Laski's 
Warning 


Addressing the Manchester Rotary Club last week on 
How Nazi.

CO-ORDINATION IN CARDIFF 


The Jerevitch Plan 
OUTLINE ISSUED IN PAMPHLET FORM 


The long-heralded plan of the Rev. H. Jerevitch has been 
issued in outline in a pamphict which the author and Mr. M. J, 
Cohen have circulated. 

The principal points of the plan as so far disclosed are as 
follows: 

tinder the control of a Communal Council, a central fund 
to which subscriptions, donations, and income {trom any other 
source would be paid and from which fund all outgoings 
would be made. Separate committees to deal with the various 
activities of the Community, including charities and gifts to 
deserving outside institutions. A central office with a full-time 
Secretary 

No interference with the present subscriptions of members of 
the congregations, but cach member to contribute a fixed sum 
annually, which sum would free him from making oflerings in 
the Synagogue or subscribing to charities. An annual balance- 
sheet of the United Community, containing two revenue columns, 
showing separately the annual subscription to the Synagogues 
and contributions towards charity, etc. 

9 estimated revenue of over £2,000 per annum would be 
secured -by assessing 100 houscholders at 10 guineas a year, 100 
at five guineas per year, 200 at a shilling a week, and 100 at 
siapence per week. Immediate necessary improvements, the 
Secretary's salary. and lecal and othet charities are estimated 
to require £1,600 annually, leaving a yearly surplus of £625. 
Several members have already promised larger amounts than. 
10 guineas annually, the pamphiet states 

Discussing measures to free the Synagogues from debt, the 
leaflet proceeds : 

“We propose to approach a number of members willing to 
lend sums of money free of interest for a period of five years, 
to pay off the debts of both Synagogues.. These loans will result 
in a saving to the Community annually of over £200 in interest 
now being paid to the bank. By the end of five years these 
free loans will be repaid, and the annual surplus afterwards 
will be set aside for the purpose of building a new Synagogue 
and a Communal Hall for meetings, weddings, and other 
functions. We enclose herewith a stamped envelope, and we 
will appreciate your early reply, on w attached slip, stating 
the amount you will contribute annually

Receatly our Blackpool correspondent, who had experienced 
much difficulty im obtaining news and information trom the 
officials of the Blackpool United Hebrew Congregation, received 
the following ludicrous letter from the Hon. Secretary, Mr. M. 
Morris: 

“ Dear Madam,—TI desire to clarify the position respecting the 
giving of reports to the Press, raised in our telephone conversa- 
tion of yesterday. Should you desire information respecting any 
event in connection with this congregation I shall be happy at 
all times to supply it. Such information can be obtained only 
by an interview with me, appointment for which must previously 
be made by telephone. The duties of the position I occupy are 
only connected with service to the (¢ ommunilty as a whole and 
not to individuals, and it is not intended that I undertake the 
service for which any person is apparently remunerated.” 
(Signed) M. Morris.” 

This pitiable effusion may provide explanation for Blackpool 
readers who may from time to time wonder at the absence in 
our columns of news concerning this congregation.

PALESTINE THE ONLY SOLUTION TO 
“ REF UGEEISM” 


Addressing a rally organised recently by the Hatikvah Zionist 
Society in Reading, the Rev. Abraham Baum, of the J.N-F. 
Central Office, said that it was no solution of the problem of 
the refugees to get them “ transit visas,” giving them the right 
tO move trom port to port and from exile to exile with no 
achievable destination Only those refugees who . reached 
Palestine reached home, and the only solution of the refugee 
problem was to get more and more land in Palestine to settle

Out of the half a million Jews im Palestine, over 136,000 had 
volunteered for service in September, 1939. And when their 
offer of a Jewish army to defend Palestine had been refused, the 
Jewish Agency replied by filling every quota for volunteers as 
soon as it was announced. Now there were 9.000 members of 
the Yishuv in British service and “ Palestinians” had on every 
front brought glory to the Jewish name.

EVACUEE CHILD REMOVED BY “ JEWISH 
AUTHORITIES ” 
Protest by St. Ives Town Council 


[From our Correspondent--CAMBRIDGE] 


An account of the removal of a Jewish evacuee child by 
Jewish authorities that was given by the Clerk of the 
St. Ives (Hunts) Town Council is reported by the 
CAMBRIDGE Datly NEWS. 

Ihe Clerk reported te a meeting of the Council that the child 
had been billeted in St. Ives under the Government evacua- 
tion scheme. By arrangement with the Jewish authorities in 
Cambridge the child was permitted to come to Cambridge every 
week for religious instruction. On the last occasion the child 
had not returned to St. Ives, and he, the Clerk, understood 
that he had been removed by the Jewish authorities to a hostel 
at Tyler's Green. He had protested strongly agaist this action 
and had already raised the matter with the Ministry of Health. 
Ihe child had been removed without warning and his belong- 
mes were still at St Ives 

Ihe Clerk to the Council said that the child had been most 
happy in St. Ives, and had expressed his desire to remain there 
for the duration of the war 

The Council! unanimously ratified the Clerk’s action in 
approaching the Ministry of Health and in all other steps taken 
in the matter

Berl Locker, the Political Adviser to the 
Jewish Agency, an interesting story of how 
the Magen David came to be adopted as a 
lucky symbol by Aussies in Libya. The 
Jewish drivers in the British Forces in the 
African campaign, not yet having a recog: 
nised national flag to display, chalked the 
Magen David on their lorries and other 
transport, These drivers became noted for 
their daring in the face of the enemy [hadn't 
they had plenty of practice during the Arab 
riots in Palestine”), and their hairbreadth 
escapes were legion.

The A.J.Y. Can “ Take It” 


PLANNING FOR SENIOR CLUBS AND 
CENTRALISATION 


{From our Clubs Correspondent] 


Outstanding in the story of Anglo-Jewish youth over the past 
year is the way the Association for Jewish Youth and its 
affiliated clubs stood up to the second year of war. 

Only those who were in the East End and watched the deport- 
ment of the members and managers of some of those Jewish 
clubs which were open during some of London's heaviest raids 
realised the significance of their conduct. It meant that these 
young Jews, many of them only the first generation to be born 
in this country, combined in themselves the best qualities of 
the Jew and the Englishman—the fortitude and the philosophy 
of the former, and the pluck and cheerfulness of the latter. 
Only a fool would claim that the behaviour of these Jewrsh 
club boys under fire was better than their non-Jewish opposiic 
numbers; only a bigot would say that it wasn't as good. 
Though many constituent clubs were enher completely 
destroyed or badly damaged, and activitics in others were 
temporarily suspended, not for a moment did the Association, 
through its Secretary, Mr. David Mellows, lose a grip on the 


helm. 
Hard Hit by the “ Call-Up” 


Other Jewish youth bodies, almost without exception, 
functioned to the best of their ability, handicapped though 
they were by call-up, evacuation, and blitz. An example, and 
one which calls for praise, ts the Maccabi Association, London, 
of Compayne Gardens, N.W., which has been held together by 
a handful of zealous young Jews.

The “ Mixed Over-20's” 


The AJ.Y.’s recent annual meeting was the most practical of 
any | have attended over many years. I have long stressed 
the need for mixed (both sexes) Jewish clubs for the over 20's. 
The A.J.Y. attitude towards the creation of mixed senior clubs 
has been peculiar. I[t is the opinion of this writer that with 
but few exceptions the AJ.Y. men, though excelicnt boys club 
leaders, who realised the importance of the jumor club move- 
ment to the Community and the country, were fundamentally 
unable to understand the need for a mixed senior Jewish move- 
ment. Dr. Israel Feldman, the present Chairman of the A.JY.., 
was one of the exceptions. It was therefore not as surprising 
as it would have been had some other AJ.Y. officer said it 
when at this year’s annual meeting Dr. Feldman stressed the 
need for plans to be made for the “ unmarried men” who 
would come back after the war Though he did not actually 
sav whether the clubs should be mixed or not, one is entitied 


di iw the interence that he did mean mixed ior the 
following reasons Had he meant clubs im which the sexes 
would be segregated there would be no call for new plans, tor 
these anachronisms, the “old” boys’ and “old” girls’ clubs

What ts the 
Shofar and what does its sound mean to us? 
The chief feature of the service on New Year ts 
the sounding of the Shofar. There are ditlerent 
notes which are meant.to tell us to look into 
our hearts and examine our conscience. Another 
year has rolled by; have we stood still or have 
we made progress? Have we turned a deaf ear 
or have we listened attentively? Have we set 
our foot on the right path or have we strayed”? 
The voice of the Shofar says, “ Take care, don’t 
slip, pull yourself together before it ts too late.” 

The Shofar, as you all know, ts a ram's horn, 
in memory of the ram caught by its horn in 
the thicket, and offered by Abraham instead of 
his son Isaac as a sacrifice. It ts traditionally 
supposed that this event occurred on New 
Year's Day The ram's horn took the'place of 
the ordinary silver trumpet that was used at 
one time. It was always blown when an 
important announcement had to be made, for 
example, when the camp in the wilderness “ set 
forward " or halted, and in modern times it is 
sounded before the entrance of Sabbath in the 
Jewish settlements in Palestine.

Triumph of Determination & Enthusiasm

Sir,—Your Clubs Correspondent, in his article on page 16 
of your August 29 issue, does well to draw attention to the 
state of Jewish youth activity in this country, and stresses. quite 
rightly, that hitherto we, in the youth movement, have had to 
help ourselves with little or no active support from our 
communal leaders. 

In reference to the Literary Society Movement, however. he 
refers to the increasingly important. part which they were play- 
ing prior to the war. As Chairman of the Manchester Union 
of Jewish Literary Socicties, I feel that I can give some actual 
experience not. only of the work done before the war. but of 
work of great value done during the war. 

Prior to the war we in the Manchester Union were actively 
furthering the development of Jewish culture in many different 
ways. Literary ‘meetings were regularly held, and study groups 
and circles gave the opportunity to many to discuss the 
numerous different problems of Jewry and Jewish vouth. In 
addition -we had, year by year, encouraged the building up of 
a library of Jewish one-act plays, through the medium of our 
annual Jewish Drama Festival «the twelfth was held in 1939) 
As a result of the Festival some S0 Jewish one-act plays have 
been written specially for the occasion, and three of them gained 
interest as far away as the U.S.A. 

Again, Jewish Choral activity was fostered through our 
Hazomir Choral Society, whose regular performances gained 
many supporters for our Jewish music 

Ihe outbreak of war meant the discontinuance of muth of 
this choral and dramatic activity. lhe mohilisation of our 
man-power and the many calls of different forms of national 
service On Our young people meant the depletion of the ranks. 
particularly in leaders 

Yet despite these difficulties we have .carried on with our 
literary, cultural, and dramatic work, even to the extent of

CAREERS ADVICE 


Women students will no doubt be interested in the following 
€Xtracts from the annual report of the Union of Jewish Women, 
just rssued. They relate to the well-known scholarship granted 
at Mrs. Hoster’s Secretarial Training College and to the Loan 
Funds for women students. 

Mas. Hosrer’s The Committee wish to record 
their appreciation of the generosity of Mrs. Hoster’s Secretarial 
Training College in again granting a scholarship for free training 
at the College on the recommendation of the Union. The 
Scholarship was awarded to a British refugee from Gibraltar 
with a knowledge of modern languages. The Scholarship is 
open to Jewish girls with special educational qualifications; it 
covers all the College fees and the books required. Applications 
are considered up to the middle of May, the award 1s made in 
June, and the training usually starts at the end of August. 

LoaN Funps: The funds are available to enable educated 
Jewish women and girls to train for professional and other 
careers loans are granted to cover fees and expenses 
incidental to training. Owing to war conditions the number of 
applications for loans has been less than in previous years. 
Five new loans have been promised during the year for: Degree 
in Psychology, Teacher's Training at the Charlotte Mason 
College, Ambleside, and trainings in Social Science, Radiology, 
and Commercial Art: five existing loans have been augmented. 
The Social Science student has since been awarded a Common- 
wealth Fund Scholarship for a year’s course at the New York 
School of Social Work.” 

Ihe Union also has an Employment Bureau for helping 
educated women wherever possible

Fascists interned in the Isle of Man. reports the SUNDAY 
Prorat, are still getting bulky food parcels from ther 
friends, including many luxuries almost unobtainable 
except on the black market at fancy prices. 

There is already plenty of tood im the Isle of Man, says the 
report, but the islanders are not allowed to send out anything 
more than kippers and cigareties to ther own sons and 
husbands in the British Army. Yet the interned Fascists receive 
parcels of luxuries from toends to supplement ther already 
gencrous rations. Even oranges are supphed to ther camp 

Recently it was stated that Mr. Herbert Morrison, the Home 
Secretary, had ordered an imnvestigation into the allegations that 
large quantities of food are taken by women relatives and triends 
to the British Fascists interned on the island. Internees, it was 
stated, were being ted at least as well as people dome all they 
can to further the war ello, and Manx local authorities were 
stated to consider tt a scandal that m addition they should be 
taken loads of chickens, ¢@gs, sides of bacon, and large joints 
of beel.
